Then came the refutoi to permit 
the Chinese government to build a railroad in its 
own territory and finally the claim was TOde 
all of the mineral resources' in Southern M* 
on the pretext that the treaty gives the Japanese 
the right to exploit mines on both sides of the 
Japanese railways in that country.

gown for some special event made until it Is in- 
evitable that the dressmaker should be hurried, and 
then put the time when the gown must be delivered 
t»o or three days In advance'of the time when it Is 
actually needed, you are acting In a very Inexcusable 
way.

Campbell reached his famous conclu- 
sion that a week's debate was worth 
a year's preaching, a conclusion that 
led' to many very noted controversies 
in the form of religious debate. It was 
during these debates that Campbell 
learned the power of the press, and he 
was always ready to make use of it 
thereafter. His debate with Price at 
Lexington, Ky., in 1842, at which 
Henry Clay was president of the board 
of five moderators, was one of the most 
remarkable religious discussions in \ 
history. 


The Brush Run conjugation Joined 


the 
local association 
of 
Baptist 


churches, and for many years the fol • 
lowers of Campbell were • subscriber* 
to the Baptist faith. Later, however, 
they brtke away from Baptist moor- 
ings, and soon the church of the Disci- 
ples of Christ became an institution. 
Since then it has steadily extended Its 
membership and Its influence until to- 
day It la one of the greatest forces In 
the religious world. 


Oarfisld * Member. 


President Oarfleld was a member of 


the denomination, rfnd was at one time 
president of one of Its colleges. 
Be- 


fore he was-elected President of the 
United States the church in Washing- 
ton was a struggling body, sometimuD 
meeting in rented haHs, sometimes !n 
private houses, and at one time In a 
house on wheels. Then It became nec- 
essary to get a proper place to wor- 
ship, and that resulted in the building 
of the first church in the capital city. 
Oarfield took the deepest Interest In the 
program, and asked that it be an un- 
dersized rather than an overstsed edi- 
fice, and that it should be unadorned 
and as plain as possible 
Before Oar- 


field came, Judge Jere Black of Penn- 
sylvania was one of the regular at- 
tendants. One day his white-headed 
negro coachman, Jealous of Ute honor 
of the family, and Impressed with the 
danger thM. threatened that honor by 
the carriage of the family standing In 
front of a little hall during divine serv- 
ices, reminded hta master that It wj* 
a mighty Insignificant place for big 
folks to go, and that he would like to 
drive his team down among those of 
the Presbyterians during the service 
The request was acceded to, and Uncle 
Joe died thinking he had saved the so- 
cial and religious reputation of the 
Black family.

STATE LAW HAS NEVER BEEN 


ENFORCED HERE. 


New Liquor Law Patstd on Fin»l 


B«ading.-Ooal Qutttion Will 


Be Discuf-=d Today. 


Although a wtate law requiring all 


coal, hay, grain, etc., in lots of. more 
than 600 pounds, to be weighed on city 
scales before delivery to the consum- 
er, has been on the statute books for 16 
years. It has never been enforced In 
this city. City Attorney C. L. McKes- 
son Informed the City Council yester- 
day of the existence of this state law, 
which Is effective In Colorado Springs 
until an ordinance is passed to replace 
it, and a local measure on this ptflnt 
will shortly be Introduced In the Coun- 
cil. The state law provides a i«nalty 
ranging from J20 to $100 fine for viola- 
tion. The new ordinance will probably 
fix u. salary for the city weighers. 
A 


city st-ale Is located on the corner of 
Cucharas street and Cascade avenue, 
and 
another Is stationed near 
the 


Steele school, but coal and grain deal- 
ers, It is-said, do not usually comply 
with the law in this respect. 
^ 


Liqour Ordinance Passed. 


The Council passed on final reading 


the liquor ordinance and the basic 
street grade ordinance. 
The liquor 


ordinance Is practically a duplicate of 
th« local option law, except that It 
makes a municipal offense what the 
state law demies as a state misdemean- 
or. A violator may now be punished 
both in the police and In the district 
court, 
The ordinance has recently 


been published, as has the street grade 
ordinance, which establishes the gut- 
ter grade on Huerfano street along 
commission row. 
. 


Electricians' licenses were granted 


to the Standard and the New York 
Electrical companies, subject to the 
approval of the city attorney as to 
the fiMiii of trie two bonds submlted.
